FIRE AT SHANGHAL. - 
PAKTIAL DESTRUCTION OF NEW 


TELEGRAPH 
RUILDING, ‘ : 


Bhortly beigre half-past, twelve o'clock yes- 
terday, reports |the SAangAoi Times of 18th 
inst, the iagnificent new building. which 
Messrs. Atkinson and Dallas are erecting on 
the Bund for the accommodation of the Tele- 
graph Companies was discuvered to be on fire, 
and the-yeneral alarm. booming out for No. 4 
district gu ckly brou,ht’ the fire en -throng- 
ing tothe spot. The outbreak’ was situat- 
ed in the topmost story and’ it was the 
issuing of a volume of dense white smoke from 
the 1cof which first directed attention to the 
fact that the premises were on fire. 

“the Deluge Company were the first units of 
the Brigade to arrive con the scene, bat fora 
considerable tine their most gallant and ener- 
getic, efforts were entirely nullified by “the 
miserable pressure of. water, which was at first 
utterly insufficient to project a ‘streany to the 
‘required height, so that it' was. about 20 
minutes afler the Brigade had set to work that 
the first hose wasg playing ‘on the flames, | 
and’ even this: was not achieved, with-’ 
out the ,aid .of the engine and firefloat. 
Ry this time the entire upper. story, "and 
the roof appeared to be involved but, once a 
good supply of water was available, the effect 
of Half-a-dozen well-direcied streams was im- 
mediate. Water was,.played on the flames 
from the, upper windows ‘of the China. Mer- 
-chants Co., alongside the buming premises, 
from the Bund apd. front Szechuen Road, 
whence the hose was caried through the com- 
| poaud iti front of the Railway cffices. The fire 
escapes were’ requistioned ‘on two sides-ol 
the building to enable the firemen to reach 
the flames, and it was pot withavt con- 
siderable danger tu‘sll engaged that- the ‘work 
was carried on, = / n’adduionalrisk was added 
by thé buining of the scaffolding, which soon 
became invalved'on the north side of the build- 
ing, but nothing daunted, the firemen boidly 
rushed into the premises and fought the flames 
Pat close quarters heedless of the sheets of cop- 
pet which dropped, red hot, from the half-com- 
pleteddomes, orthe blazing poles ofthe scaffold 
ing which were tilling in’ all directions, At 
about 3/clock the deluge of water which was 
being paured on.the preniises began to tell, 
and an hour tater the ‘whole business: was 
practically over’ “The soof of the building was 
completely destroyed as were also the two 
domes, which have ooly been completed and 
cavered with ‘copper there: "he interior of 
ithe building was also badly damaged and- the 
upper story will have lo be completely rebuilt, 
as the brick and stone work is, very badly 
cYacked in many, places. The building was 
,to have been completed early in.1907, but the 
fire to-day will put the work. bdck for many 
mouths, The damage is fally covered by in- 
surarice in the Hongkong, Fire Co, for Tis 
36,000 and a Danish Company in. Copenhagen 
for Tls. 32,909, The fire originated, it is said, 
thrangh a blacksmith who was soldering the 
Mead roofing af adéme.on the north side lenv- 
ing his charcoal brarier on a shelf near the 
ceiling, The stroig northerly wind blowing 
fanned the charcoal, sparks of which flew to 
the uscemented ceiling while the workmen 
were having “chow.” . The dry wooden faths 
then took fire'and, rap dly spread right along 
to the acaffalding.. Flames leaped into the air 
and fears were entertained that the whole block 
would go, but the firemen worked hard and by 
dint of cutting away adjoining woodwork .the 
fire was confined to the limits already men- 
tione *, ¥ .
